It is said that Foote’s Omnibus Committee 


have agreed upon a systcm of measures, to be 
presented in three separate bills. 

The first Lill is to prey ide for the admission 
of California, the establishment of territorial go- 
vernments, without the Proviso, in New Mexi- 
co and Utah, and the settlement of the disputed 
boundary between Texas and the former Terri- 
tory. It is likely that $10,000,000 will be of- 
fered to Texas to induce her to relinquish her
